1. Reference is made to telephone message reesived from Tia jor JORN-Fy 
O'CONNSLL, your office, st 0950 hours on 27 February 1952, requesting the 
securing of information concerning a reporb to the offect that green Lire= 
balls had been seen flying over Philadelphia on 29 January 1952. 


2. In an interview on 27 February 1952, Dre CHARLES POLLARD OLIVIER, 
Director, Astronomical Observations, University of Pennsylvania, furnished 
the following information: 


At approximately 1817 hours on 29 January 1952 a FIRE 
BALL, better known as a meteor, appeared over Northeastern 
Pennsylvania. This meteor was blue-green in color with 
great unanimity by the observers. He stated that the bril- 
lancy averaged to be that equal of a quarter moon. its 
visibility lasted approximately 10 to 12 saconds at which 
time it disintegrated not less than 50 vor mors than 100 
‘uilles Northwest of Philadelphia, The general phenomena gave 
a strong indication that the end point was low enough for 

Pi ¢ fragaents to have fallen as nebsorites. 


Dr. OLIVIZR stated thas he had received approximately 
50 reports from persona from Massachusstta to Maryland, 
These reports have been in the forn of phous calls, letters, 
eto., of which approximately one-third have real seientifio 
information of value. 


Dre OLIVIER stated that ho did not personally observe 
this meteor nor was it observed by anyones from the University 
of Ponnsylvania Observatorisa. Dr. OLIVIGR stated thas there
